I was greatly disturbed by 
the story, "Demons of Jere- 
miah Cold," in EERIE $75. 
Not that it was a bad story. It 
was certainly well written . . . 
perhaps too well written. 

There has been a lot of hue 
and cry, in recent years, about 
violence in the mass media. 
And, although Warren does 
not subscribe to the comics 
code, they have always avoid- 
ed tastelessness and gra- 
tuitous violence. 

Now, the violence in"De- 
mons" was not exactly gra- 
tuitous, not completely taste- 
less. But it approaches the 
borderline and seriously 
hope this.is not an indication 
of things to come. 

Explicit and graphic vio- 
lence is, on one hand, pref- 
erable to the TV type where 
no one ever is "hurt" or maim- 
ed, nor does anyone bleed 
when killed. This fosters the 
belief that violence is only 
play-acting and not really dan- 
gerous. 

On the other hand, the pow- 
er of words should not be un- 
derestimated. Verbally ех- 

licit violence such as that in 
"Demons," produces a gut 
level reaction of revulsion in 
most people . . . or at least 
does in me! Violence is inflam- 
matory, even titillating, and 
the use of excessive violence 
as entertainment is, in itself, 
a revolting concept. 

Yet violence is the main- 
stay of the entertainment me- 
dia, and as the shock-toler- 
ance level of society contin- 
ues to rise, the violence be- 
comes more explicit, becom- 
ing more and more explicit to 
accommodate people's grow- 
ing boredom with previously 
accepted levels. This trend 
has already reached a dan- 

erous level in our culture.

"Thank 
god some of the guys in the office real- 
ize I'm doing top-notch stuff,” he told 
me without aplomb, “The damn kids out 
there certainly have no idea what Im 
talking about.” 

I couldn't bring myself to tell him 
that the kids had no idea what he was 
talking about because the stuff was un-

A these comic-book is your 
ше, Since more of their stuff reeks 
of amateurism unseen in this country 
since the demise of the S-payers of the 
twenties and thirties, most of these comic 
book writers contend their comics are 
written for children. When confronted by 
criticism from a 14: or 15-year-old comic 
reader, they assault his intelligence by 
complaining that any normal teenager 
should be out reading Time and News- 
week or Playboy 
Which is strange, since almost to a man 
these same comic-book writers read com 
ie books well into their twenties. They 
only stopped reading comic books be- 
cause they became comic-book profes- 
sionals and it is well known that no com- 
ic-book professional reads comic books 
his is not to say that vou, the read- 
ег, are brilliant. I sometimes wince 
at the books you praise, despair 
when you really do miss the significance 
of the increasingly rare comic-book mas- 
terpiece and am frustrated that you re- 
main so passively indulgent of the pab- 
lum you buy from the writers who hate 
you 
On balance, however, you. the reader, 
are probably more intelligent than the 
run-of-the-mill editors and writers pro: 
ducing today's comic books. Mark Е 
nier comic-book writer cognizant 
that his readers are, by and large, a sharp 
lot, recently exhibited the smarts of the 
comic-book rank-and-file. Writing in his 
magazine FEETLEBAUM, a small publi 
cation distributed through the amateur 
press alliance CAPA ALPHA, Evanier 


noted that most comic-book innovations

Marvel now do it, despite repeated claims 
that “crude” art made it impossible) 
comic-book adaption of CONAN novels 
(Conan is now one of Marvel's few con 
sistently strong-selling characters): revi 
val of pulp characters like The Shadow 
and Doc Savage, color in Warren maga 
zines; adaptions of popular movies like 
2001 and PLANET OF THE APES: re- 
vival of the original CAPT, MARVEL 
(National now manages to squeeze mil- 
lions of dollars in licencing from that 
once-lunatic suggestion): reprints of THE 
SPIRIT by Will Eisner in commercial 
form: and several others

smartest, most effective thing they could 
have done: they stopped reading comic 
books. 

n the mid-1960s, when writers like

ko helped maintain a certain level of 
comic-book quality, sales were fantas- 
tically good, Several times. with the aid 
of television programs. books like BAT- 
MAN and ARCHIE pushed passed the 
million-sales-per-issue mark. Even poor 
er selling books consistently sold well 
over 300,000 copies per issue. 

In today's market, with comic books 
run by increasingly cantankerous and de- 
creasingly talented writers, sales have 
plummeted. A book which sells as many 
as 200,000 copies per issue is
